England with her magnif'cent 
navy of a thousand warships acted 
as though she owned the ocean. 
We had twelve, chief among then 
the “Constitution,” with the brave 
Captain Isaac Hull in command. 

Captain Hull, while crusing off 
the coast of Nova Scotia, happen- 
ed to fail in with the Brit’sh mane 
cf-war, “Guerriere.” A fight be- 
gan without delay. Twenty min- 
utes later the British ship sur- 
rendered, helpless and sinking. 

Captain Hull brought his pris- 
oners from the Cuerriere to Bos-~ 
ton: Ringing cheers greeted the 
Constitution, and henceforth it 
was known as “Old Ironsides.’’ 
Hull received a gold medal from 
Congress for the victory and his 
men received fifty thousand dol- 
lars in prize money.

Bench Warrant 
Is Issued for 
Jack Dempsey 


(By Universal Service) 


MADERA, Calif., May 25.—A 
bench warrant was issued here 
today for the arrest of Jack 


Dempsey, when he failed to appear 
before Justice of the Peace Leroy 
Bailey, on a charge of speeding. 

Dempsey and his chauffeur, Rob- 
ert Gates, were arrested here last 
March, by Traffic Officer M. A. 
Harrison, who charged that “at 
times the champion’s car was go- 
ing 78 miles an hour.” 

Dempsey's wife, Estelle Taylor, 
film star, was in the car that 
was overtaken by Officer Harri- 
son. 


When the case was called for 


trial, Gates and Floyd Fitzsim- 
mons, promoter, the latter appear- 
ing for Dempsey, entered a plea 
of not guilty. Fitzsimmons posted 
$100 bail for Dempsey and asked 
for a continuance until May 25, 
stating, according to Judge Bailey 
that it would be impossible for 
the champion to come to Madera 
before that time. 

When Dempseyfailed to appear 
today, Judge Bailey forfeited the 
champion’s bail and issuued a 
bench warrant which will be ser- 
ved on Jack on his return to Cal- 
ifornia. 

Judge Bailey, in explaining the 
issuance of the warrant, said that 
he received a telegram from Dem-= 
psy Yast night. The champion, he 
said. requested that his case be 
continued until June 10. 

“Because of a concract.” 

“I refused Dempsey’s request,” 
said Judge Bailey, “because there 
was no apparent reason for any 
delay.” : 

Dempsey. is now in North Cars 
Olina. 

The trial of Gates was started 
this afternoon. Work of selecting 
a jury was immediately begun. 
It is believed the trial will be 
concluded tomorrow. 

The Madera prosecutor describ- 
ed Dempsey’s case as “one of the 
most flagrent violations ever re! 
corded in California.” 

A jail sentence is not unlikely 
in the event of the conyiction of 
Gates. Residents of Madera points 
ed out that speed violators are 
seldom fined, but usually receive 
an official invitation to be the 
city’s guest in jail.
